Scoutmasters and their assistants 
are to attend this meeting for the 
purpose of enrolling boys into their 
respective troops. 
It is also hoped

There are tragic circum­ 
stances concerning the fable of the 
trees, and here the speaker gave a 
brief talk on the historical setting of 
the times Jotham spoke the fable.
